PRÆKEN PAA ANDEN SØNDAG 
EFTER HELLIG TRE KONGERS 
DAG. 

Av Pastor A. M. Vinge 
Tekst Johannes 4:4-26. 

En meget indhoidsrik tekst. Her 
aapenbares frelseren som Gud og 
menneske paa en serskjilt maate. 
Som Gud idet han igjennemskuer 
dette menneskeliv, som menneske 
idet hun sat træt ved brønden og bad 
efter vand. 

Ut av denne lange og indholdsrike 
tekst har jeg valgt det 10de vers for 
denne præken, 

“Jesus svarte og sa til hende: 
Kjendte du Guds gave og visste 
du hvem det er som siger til dig: 
“Gi mig at drikke da hadde du 
bedt ham, og han hadde git dig 
levende vand.” 

“Kjendte du — visste du — da hadde 
du bedt — og han hadde git.” 0 hvor 
vi trænger dette syn paa mennesker, 
ja de mest forfaldne. 

Ut ifra dette vers skal vi forsøke 
at se lit paa det frugtbringende, men 
ofte vanskelige og altfor ofte forsøm¬ 
te arbeide, privat sjæle pleie serlig 
iblandt de ufrelste. Vi præker for for¬ 
samlinger — men hvorledes er det 
med det personlige sjelevinder ar¬ 
beide? 

Er det noget arbeide som i vor 
travle kirkeordning let forsømmes av 
baade lægfolk og prester, saa er det 
vel dette. Det blir planlagt og snak¬ 
ket om saa mange ting, men saa ofte 
blir dette ene forncdne lagt tilside. 

Saa fordeler vi gjerne folket i 
klasser. I nogle av de ufrelste ser vi 
gjerne muligheter at de kan frelses, 
mens andre igjen ser man som nesten 
utenfor redning—og ofte gaar dem 
forbi. Slik var ikke Jesus. Slik saa 
han ikke paa de som idag faar kalde 
ham “Far.” 

Her viser Jesus hvorledes vi skal 
omgaas andre i vor daglige ferd. Vi 
skulde ha Jesu sindelag ligeoverfor 
dem. Maaske da skulde vi ogsaa faa 
være redskab i Herrens haand at være 
til hjælp — hvor uskikket vi end kun¬ 
de synes at være. 

Det første vi merker i teksten er 
at det var ikke bare et tilfelde at 
Frelseren og Synderen møttes — men 
det staar, “Han maatte da reise 
igjennem Samaria.” Dette var ikke 
den almindelige vei til Galilea. Saale- 
des skulde det være ogsaa for herrens 
tjenere at de søker hans vei og vilje 
i alle ting. Men det er saa ofte slik 
at naar vi skal tage et vigtigt skridt, 
da ber vi ofte meget og tilskynder 
andre at be med os — og det er vel 
og bra — men vi er altfor tilbøielige 
til at glemme at Herren vil saa gjerne 
faa lede os i det som vi kanske anser 
for mindre vigtigt. 

At Herren leder den troende, det 
kommer klart frem i skriften. “Jeg 
vil undervise dig og lære dig den vei 
du skal vandre: jeg vil give dig raad 
med mit oie.” Salme 32:8, og andre 
steder. I det private og personlige 
sjælevinder arbeide maa man ikke 
glemme dette. Det er ikke bare et 
tilfelde at vi blir kastet sammen med 
andre mennesker. Bak dette er en 
hens ; gt. Hverteneste ufreist men¬ 
neske vi møter skulde vi se paa som 
Jesus gjorde — at det er haap ogsaa 
for dem. Om vi saa helt lægger vort 
liv i Herrens haand saa kan det ske 
ogsaa for os at han leder os “Igjen- 
nem Samaria” saa vi faar Sykars 
stunder. 

Til det personlige sjælevinder ar¬ 
beide trænges megen visdom og naa- 
de. At vi føler os saa fattig og hjel¬ 
peløs paa dette omraade er vel en av 
djevelens mest effektive pile til at 
faa os til at forsømme det. Og saa 
gaar mangen en gylden anledning 
forbi. 

Jesu samtale med den Samaritans- 
ke kvinde gir os simple vink i dette 
arbeide. La os se lit paa dem. 


1. Den enkelte ligger ham paa hjert¬ 
et. Han var træt men ikke for 
træt at lede en sjel paa veien. Har 
vi dette syn og hjertelag for den 
enkelte? 

2. Han talte om det fornødne. Dette 
gjorde han ved at lede tanken fra 
det naturlige vand til livets. Fra 
det jordiske til det himmelske, 
fra det timelige til det evige. 

3. Han frembragte syndserkjendelse. 
“Gaa avsted, kald paa din mand.” 
Her satte han fingeren paa det 
saare — det heslige i hendes liv. 
Her maa sjelvinderen bruke Guds 
ord. Det er det eneste som kan 
vække. 

4. Han undgik diskussion. Hun kom 
med spørgsmaalet om hvor de 
skulde tilbede, Gerisim eller Je¬ 
rusalem. Ofte naar et menneske 
blir avdekket og ser sin synds hes¬ 
lighet vil han gjerne skjule sig 
med diskussionens figenblade. Men 
Jesus lot sig ikke avlede fra sam¬ 
talens vigtige emne. At indgaa 
i diskussion om aandelige ting er 
som oftest frugtesløst ti det gaar 
ut paa at appelere til forstanden. 
Dersom det ikke rekker hjertet da 
blir det som vinterens kolde lys 
hvorunder intet vokser. 

5. Han fremkaldte hen des lønlige len¬ 
gsel, “Jeg vet at naar Mesias kom¬ 
mer — naar han kommer skal han 
kundgjore os alt.” Denne lønlige 
lengsel, dette haap hadde ligget 
der og gjæret — umerket. Faa 
er det som er den aldeles foruten. 
Bare vi var helt boielige for her¬ 
ren saa vi kunde faa lokke den 
frem til bekjendelse! 

6. Her var hans aapenbarelse. “Det 
er mig, jeg som tale" med dig.” 
Loven maa forst faa gjøre sin 
gjerning. Det er nyttesløst at ka¬ 
ste ut rednings bøien for en som 
ikke tror han trænger redning. 
Naar ordet har gjort sin virkning 
— da kan evangeliets balsam læg- 
ges paa hjertet. 

Resultatet vet vi — mere sjælevin¬ 
der arbeide. Ja saa meget at frelseren 
sammenlignet det med den hvitnende 
høstmark. Det blev aandelig vaar i 


ET AAPENT BREV 

Til prester og menighetsfolk i Kana- 
da Djistrikt, Den norsk Lutherske 
kirke i Kanada. 

Kjære Venner! 

Jeg har skrevet privat breve til alle 
prester, men nu kommer jeg til Dere 
alle med min sidste bøn i anledning 
budgetet for 1935. Det er min in¬ 
derlige bøn til Dere at De vil alle ta 
fat og redde situationen inden Iste 
februar, 1936. Med Guds hjælp og 
ihærdig arbeide kan det enda gjøres. 

Naar jeg ser i Budget Raporten 
for 21, des. 1935 at Kanada Distrikt- 
har indsamlet bare 55.4 procent av 
sin andel av budgetet og at Rokey 
Mountain Distrikt har indsamlet 
103.3 procent av sin andel, altsaa 3.3 
procent eller $362.17 “over the top,” 
saa kan man ikke undgaa at føle 
skamfuld over stillingen. Og det saa 
meget mere, da vi vet at Rocky Moun¬ 
tain Distrikt ikke hadde nogen god 
avling heller. Naar vi ser, at et kald 
somhar hat uaar i fem aar har sam¬ 
let $168.65 av det ilignede $199.56; 
og at et kald, som er ilignet $127.35, 
har sendt ind bare $16.50, og det 
fra et strøk som aldrig har hat uaar, 
saa er det klart bevis for at baade 
prest og menighetsfolk har forsømt 
sin plikt. Dette maa rettes paa der¬ 
som slike kald skal fortsætte at faa 
støtte fra missionen. Der er endnu 
tid til at indhænte det forsømte; men 
da maa man haste, skal beløpet kom¬ 
me ind til 31, januar 1936. 

En anden ting, som saarer er den 
store ligegyld ; ghet, likeover for pen- 
sions fondet. Her maa ubetinget pre¬ 
sten bære den største skyld. “Som en 
saar skal han høste.” “Med det. sam- 


Sykar — og begyndelsen til den var 
dette underlige vidnesbyrd fra denne 
synderinde, “Kom og se en mand 
som har sagt mig alt hvad jeg har 
gjort. Han skulde dog vel ikke være 
Mesias?” 

Slik gjorde Jesus det — Han bar 
den enkelte paa hjertet, han talte 
om aandelige ting, frembragte synd¬ 
serkj endelse, undj! k diskussion, 
fremkaldte lengeselen, og aabenbaret 
sig. 

Kanske dette er en av de grunde 
for saa liten fremgang i vore men¬ 
igheter i aandelig henseende, at de 
troende glemmer, eller undrar sig for 
dette vigtige arbeide.

Serskjilt var jeg rxd at maatte være 
alene med presten for jeg var sikker 
at han vi’de komme ind paa disse 
ting. Og sfik gik det. Dette arbeide 
er et priviligeum og en plikt for det 
hele aandelige presteskab. 

Hvorledes ser du og jeg paa de 
ufrelste. Tænker vi, “Kjendte du — 
visste du — da bad du — og han gav 
dig,” eller har vi tapt gjeldsfølelsen 
til den tapte verden? 

Kjedet vil stritte imot. Satan vil 
forsøke at hindre det — men la os 
stille os ved Sykars brønden og lære 
Jesus s'ndelag — be ham at tilgi os 
for sløifet anledninger og gaa ut for 
at gjøre hans vilje i alle ting.

Saa endelig, det glæder mig at 
Formand Dr. Lavik overtar arbeidet 
ved aarets begyndelse og vi vil alle 
ønske ham velkommen i Den treen!ge 
Guds navn. Jeg beklager at jeg har 
kunnet gjøre saa lite for budgettet, 
men jeg har gjort det bedste jeg 
kunde under omstendigheterne. Maa 
vi stdle os saa, at Gud kan faa gi os 
alle ET VELSIGNET NYT AAR.

Det er altfor mange puggete 
spørsgsmaal og svar lagte i deres 
mund for det skal høres godt ut da, 
konfirmationsdagen, men gad vite 
om det var mange som kunde læse 
det 4de bud og vite betydningen av

gaa dig vel.” 

Nei det er stor forskjil, hvad in¬ 
teressen angaar, sammenlignet med 
forholdene som de burde være.

De stræver 
med børaene hver Søndag, det beste 
de formaar, for litet og intet. Megen 
kritik og last, men liten opmuntring. 
Er saaledes bunden til sin gjerning, 
men er sin opgave tro, og saalangt 
som det er dem mulig søker de at 
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A a r e t 1936. Atter har vi traadt 
ind i et nyt aar. Herren var os paa 
mange maater, baade timelig og 
aandelig, gcd som altid i det hen- 
rundne aar. Gud kan ikke være an- 
derledes. Det onde, baade timeligt og 
aandaligt, hair ikke sit ophav fra 
Gud. Er dem som gjør det tungt og 
saart for medmennesker saa ledes de 
ikke av Guds Aand men av den Onde 
Aand.

ZION CHURCH BURNS; 

Loss Nearly $5,000 

Palmer-Earling, Dec. 28. — Many 
district people were saddened on 
Thursday night, when fire of un- 
known origin razed Zion church. The 
blaze was first noticed by Melvin 
Magneson and C. Lien at 8:15 p.m. 
as, they live only a mile from where 
the church stood., They hurried to 
the scene, followed by others. The 
fire had burned its way through the 
wall about the chimney. An at- 
tempt was made to rescue the seats 
and other articles but as Mr. Magne¬ 
son opened the door, he was forced 
back when a gas lamp exploded, start¬ 
ing the entire interior afire. Shortly 
there followed three more exploslons 
at intervals caused from two gas 
lamps and a five-gallon can of gaso- 
line. The church was soon a mass of 
flames which could be seen miles 
away. The building was repainted 
and redecorated this summer. The 
loss is estimated at approximately 
four or five thousand dollars. The 
structure was partially covered by in 
surance. Rev. Peder Lerseth is the 
pastor. 

The Lutheran church was the 
scene of another Xmas festivity on 
Sunday evening. Pastor Peder Ler¬ 
seth gave a brief address in Nor¬ 
wegian and carols were sung. 


Confirmation Services were conduct- 
ed by Rev. Jothen in Lunner church 
at Southy, Sask. Sunday Nov. 24th 
1935. Six pupils were confirmed.

HOW IT WAS DONE 

At the missionaries’ table one told 
the following interesting story: A 
church was in close straits. It could 
scarcely support its pastor, its build¬ 
ing was in bad repair and there was 
talk of abandoning the Services al- 
together. But the community miller 
was a member of the congregation, 
and as they talked matters over, he 
said, “I can help you out with this 
matter. If you will agree to stand 
by me without knowing what the plan 
is, waiting until the end of the year 
to find out just how it is being done, 
I think I can pay the pastor’s salary, 
get the building into good repair and 
have all the finances in good shape 
by the end of the year.” In their 
extremity the church members all 
agreed to let the miller have his way. 
Soon the pastor was being paid, and 
before many weeks had passed, the 
church was being repaired and re¬ 
painted and there was an air of pros- 
perity all about. The people were 
surprised and found it difficult to 
refrain from asking the miller how 
it was being done. 

At the close of the year the af- 
fairs of the church were !Ån good 
shape indeed, and the miller explain- 
ed that, acting upon the general con- 
sent given him, he had been taking 
out one-tenth of the grain they had 
given him to grind for them and from 
the sale of this he had financed the 
church. The people had paid the 
tithe on this one item without know¬ 
ing they were doing so, and yet the 
church was well cared for. And it was 
said that it was difficult to invent ex- 
cuses for not continuing the tithe the 
succeeding year. Perhaps that is what 
makes titfiing so hard for some of 
us — we know we are doing it, that’s 
all. —Sel.

Dear Friend in Christ: 

HOW IS IT TO BE DONE? 

It appears now that less will come 
in this year than a year ago. On De¬ 
cember 17th, $558,019.72, or 62.4%, 
had come in — $18,821.77 less than 
the amount received on the corres- 
ponding date a year ago. This amount 
is less than was received in 1934 by 
$211,105.32 and less by $321,980.28 
than the amount the Church recided 
was absolutely necessary for carry- 
ing out the work in 1935. Only six 
weeks remain of this fiscal year. 
HOW DO YOUR CONGREGATIONS 
STAND ? If less comes in from your 
congregations than in 1934 it will 
mean that the Church receives just 
so much less for her work in 1935. 
The Church needs more this year than 
the 0769,125.04 raised in 1934. The 
reasons for this have been stated at 
various times. In faith to God our 
Church sent out more miss : onaries 
both at home and abroad. Our Schools 
need more (See Annual Report, 1934, 
pages 311—315), and our Insftutions 
of Mercy are in the same situation. 

The church has authorized and 
directed the Board of Trustees to 
BALANCE THE BUDGET (See An¬ 
nual Report, 1932, page 342; 1934, 
pages 336, 315). How can they ba¬ 
lance the budget if the necessary 
amount does not come in? It will 
mean that the last month’s salary 
will be withheld from our workers, 
Home and Foreign Missionaries, 
Teachers, Charity Institutions, etc. 
Do you think it is fair to ask them 
to balance the budget? Their incomes 
are very meager in most cases. I feel 
certain that our people do not want 


this to happen and it is not necessary, 
This can be avoided if every congre¬ 
gation, every Circuit and every Dis¬ 
trict will exert themselves now in or¬ 
der that they may raise more than 
they did in 1934. 

We appeal most earnestly to you all 
to come to the assistance of our 
Church now before January 31st, the 
close of this fiscal year. Do you feel 
that it would be right to ask our 
Home and Foreign Missionaries, our 
Teachers and Institutions of Mercy 
to use their last month’s salary to 
balance the budget? Will you kindly 
help us avoid this situation. Possibly 
your organizations have some money 
in their treasuries already. Kindly 
send it to the Treasurer of the Church 
to apply on the 1935 Ingathering. If 
you have nothing on hand it is not 
too late yet. By putting forth some 
effort and self-denial on your part 
you will still be able to give a good 
lift before JANUARY 31st, THE 
CLOSE OF THIS FISCAL YEAR. 

“Therefore, my beloved brethren, 
be ye stedfast, unmoveable, always 
abound ng in the work of the Lord, 
forasmuch as ye know that your la¬ 
bour is not in vain in the Lord.”

CHRISTIAN EDUCATION IN 
CANADA 

By Dr. J. C. K. Preus 
Luther League and Sunday School 
Teacher’s Convention. 

This sketch is not a survey of 
Christian education in Canada. Rath- 
er, it is a record of a certain impres- 
sion gained and activities participat- 
ed in during a three weeks trip across 
the prairies and into the north coun¬ 
try of Saskatchewan. My first ob- 
jective was a joint convention of the 
Luther League and Sunday School 
Alliance of the Moose Jaw circuit. 
This was held at a typical prairies 
school house, Birds Eye View school, 
ten miles north of Pai-kbeg, a small 
station some thirty-five miles west 
of Moose Jaw. The outstanding feat- 
ures of this joint convention were the 
enthusiasm of the young people, the 
substantial and carefully prepared 
program, the Choral • Union Concert 
and the numerous musical features 
furnished by local choirs or individ- 
uals, mostly young folks. 

Several large groups of young 
people, in some instances as many as 
thirty, came in open trucks driving 
as much as two hundred miles. Some 
of the visitors were lodged in nearby 
farm hornes. Most of them were ac- 
commodated in tents cn the school 
grounds. The people of the surround- 
ing territory entered into the spirit 
of the convention with much enthusi¬ 
asm, as evidenced by their continued 
attendance at the sessions. On Sun¬ 
day (July 28) espec ; ally the atten¬ 
dance was large. The afternoon ses- 
sion was held in the open. 

There appeared to be much con- 
cem for the spiritual welfare of the 
children and youth. On Sunday after¬ 
noon the discussion centered about 
the effective co-operation between the 
home and the Sunday school. Many 
questions were asked and answered in 
brief discussions. The Monday ses¬ 
sions were devoted to a discussion of 
the deeper spiritual problems which 
confront the Sunday school teacher 
as he faces his class. At the rate the 
teachers were making use of their 
note books they quite evidently were 
determined not to miss anything that 
might be of help in their work with 
the children. 

OUTLOOK COLLEGE AND 
COMMUNITY 

The next point visited was Out¬ 
look. Considerable time was spent 
with President K. Bergsagel in going 
over the affairs of Outlook* College. 
Owing to the protraeted drought from 
which the territory has suffered the 
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college has encountered real difficul- 
ty in trying to function properly. 
Only because of the self-sacrificing 
spirit of its teachers has it been pos- 
sible for this academy and junior 
college to continue its work without 
interruption. The faculty has been 
greatly reduced the last few years. 
As a consequence the present teach¬ 
ers have had to carry a far heavier 
teaching load than would normally be 
permitted by the educational authori- 
ties of the province. 

Because, as I was told, about ninety 
per cent of the farmers of the terri- 
tory have been on relief the last 
years it has been impossible for them 
to send the'r boys and girls to college. 
Consequently the attendance has been 
very low. The last year was a little 
better, but at that the enrollment 
was only between forty and fifty. 
With this year’s crop far better than 
that of the last five years, hope is 
again rising that the enrollment will 
be increasing substantially. At the 
same time it is realized that no com¬ 
munity having lived largely on credit 
and relief for several years can make 
anywhere near a full recovery because 
of a better crop one year. 

The debt of this school at the pre¬ 
sent time is less than $5,000.00. 
There has been no increase in this 
amount for several years. On the 
contrary it has been slightly reduced 
during the past year. It was my privi- 
lege to meet one evening with the 
executive committee of the board of 
managers of the college. This little 
group of tried men, together with the 
entire boai*d, is facing the future 
with the confident expectation that 
Outlook College shall continue to 
operate and serve the Church without 
addrng anything to its present in- 
debtedness. These men put their trust 
in God and endeavor to manage the 
affairs of their institution with in- 
sight and care. 

During the stay at Outlook an op- 
portunity was granted for a visit to 
two of Rev. J. A. Berge’s congrega- 
tions, the Saskatchewan River and 
the Green Valley Churches. Both of 
these are country congregations lo- 
cated respectively twelve and sixteen 
miles from Outlook. At both meetings 
the work of the Board of Elementary 
Christian Education was presented 
and an effort made to stimulate the 
eongregations to greater efforts both 
in their homes and in the church for 
the instruction and spiritual training 
of the children. Young people in these 
congregations who have attended 
Outlook College have been and are 
a great help in the work of the con¬ 
gregations. They are most frequently 
leaders in the Sunday schools, the 
Luther Leagues, choirs and other or- 
ganizations. In the Saskatchewan 
River congregation the long and faith- 
ful work of Mr. Oscar Berg an old, 
but ever young teacher, trained in 
Norway, has borne much fruit. Mr. 
Berg is an enthusiastic singer and 
has constantly been seeking to deve- 
lop the musical talents of the young 
people of the congregation. As a con¬ 
sequence the congregational singing 
is above the average and there is 
available for Services, funerals and 
other occasions, cho : r songs, duets, 
so’os, etc. In the Green Valley Church 
the influence of Outlook College and 
its graduates is especially in evidence. 
It is a fine demonstration of the value 
of the Christian school to the local 
congregation. 

SASKATOON AND THE PRO- 
VINCIAL UNIVERSITY 

From Outlook the trip was con- 
tinued northward some 70 miles to 
Saskatoon. Pres. Bergsagel very kind- 
ly took his car for this trip. And, by 
the way, cars are not used very freely 
in Canada for the good and sufficient 
reason that even the less expensive 
cars cost about $300.00 more than in 
the States, and for the further reason 
that gasoline costs between thirty- 
five and forty cents a gallon. In fair- 
ness it should perhaps be noted that 
the Canadian gallon contains five 
quarts. Lubricating oil is forty cents 
and up. 

At Saskatoon the work of our 
church is in the hands of Rev. B. O. 
Lokensgard. The work has received a 
good start. A small but cheerful 
chapel is used for worship. The Sun¬ 
day school is well organized. The 
teachers are loyal. There is sure to 


be growth. As Saskatoon is a city of 
about 35,000 inhabitants and as there 
are many Lutheran congregations in 
this part of Saskatchewan it would 
seem quite certain that our congre¬ 
gations will experience a steady 
growth and within a reasonable time 
become selfsupporting. 

The University of Saskatchewan, 
located at Saskatoon, is beautifully 
situated, high on the banks of the 
Saskatchewan River, overlooking the 
river valley and a large part of the 
city itself, especially the business sec- 
tion which lies directly across the 
river. 

The university building hqve all 
been constructed of a fine soft gray 
stone, in an architectural style that 
reminds one of Oxford University 
and other attractive educational ins- 
titutions in England. As one building 
after another is constructed it be- 
comes increasingly evident that a 
comprehensive building plan is being 
worked out. When it is complete 
there will be a stately group of build- 
ings, modern and convenient, beauti¬ 
fully arranged, worthy of any modern 
university. 

Our errand at the university was 
first of all to call on President W. C. 
Murray. This elderly gentleman who 
has been the president of the insti¬ 
tution since its founding some 26 
years ago, is a most cordial and de- 
mocratic person. He gave us all the 
time we wished to discuss present 
problems and the future development 
of Outlook College as well as the 
plan and work of the junior colleges 
in general. He appeared very friendly 
and sympathetic over against the 
work our school is endeavoring to do. 

During the day we also had con- 
ferences with Dean G. H. Ling of the 
College of Liberal Arts and Dean W. 
P. Thompson of the Junior College. 
Both of these gentlemen showed us 
every consideration and courtesy. 
With the latter we discussed at some 
length the attitude of the university 
toward general education in the 
Junior College. It appears that at 
present much thought and study is 
being given at this institution to this 
problem. It seems that there is much 
eoncem on the part of President 
Murray and Dean Thompson as well 
as others over the fact that approx- 
imately twenty-five per cent of all 
those who enter the university fail 
to continue beyond the first or second 
year, either because they have not 
the ability to go on, or because they 
are financiallv unable to maintain 
themselves at the institution. 

The opinion seems to be held by 
many that a general course should be 
offered which would meet the needs 
of this large group, and that it should 
be made possible for them to really 
complete a definite course and receive 
an appropriate degree or diploma, as 
for instance Associate in Arts. Dean 
Thompson was throughly familiar 
with the General College at the Uni¬ 
versity of Minnesota and seemed 
quite favorable toward the idea of es- 
tablishing some such course, or col¬ 
lege at this univers'ty. For the Junior 
Colleges of the church this would 
seem wise and practical to offer ge¬ 
neral courses. It is inexpensive; it 
leads itself well to the idea of a dy- 
namically Chi 4 .'stian curriculum; it 
will measurably enrich the lives of 
those who can carry their education 
no further, it will fit our young 
people for great usefulness in the 
work of the local congregation and 
in the church at large. The “Lutheran 
Seminar” at the Umversity of Min¬ 
nesota, a group of Lutheran educa- 
tors studying together this summer, 
has been grappling with this prob¬ 
lem. The results of their work will 
soon appear in the second voMme of 
the Stuches in Lutheran Higher Edu- 
cat : on. These stud ; es throw consider- 
able light upon the development of 
the so-called general courses and show 
the ; r peculiar value to the Christian 
College—both the junior and senior 
college. Outlook College has under 
serious consideration the introduc- 
tion of general courses.

Camrose Circuit Fall Meeting, Oct. 

25—27 at Bawlf. 

The Camrose Circuit Fall Meeting 
was held at Bawlf, Pastor P. Ler- 
setlTs Call. Splendid weather the 
first two days brought many out. 


And on Sunday the large church was 
well filled for both the forenoon and 
the afternoon sessions despite the 
rain and the snow. 

The convention opened Friday 11 
a. m. Pastor S. Hilde brought a mes- 
sage based on Ps. 122. The local Pas¬ 
tor bade visitors, delegates, and pas- 
tors welcome. 

The Friday afternoon session open¬ 
ed with the circuit Pres. Pastor N. 
Carlson presiding. Pastor A. Tveit of 
Edberg introduced the topic: “Man’s 
Judgment of Himself” based on the 
convention text, Rev. 3:14—22. He 
stated that God created man for 
something great. The fall of man into 
sin destroyed man’s understanding 
of what is truly great. Man became 
self-satisfied in his sins. In his own 
judgment he was in need of nothing. 
In His mercy God seeks to create a 
realization of need in man and offers 
mercy deliverance thru Christ. A few 
brief remarks by others followed af¬ 
ter which Pastor A. H. Solheim was 
called upon for his introduction to 
another phase of the text: “God’s 
Judgment of Man.” He brought out 
that man’s actions are continually 
before God’s all-seeing eye and that 
not in some future time but right now 
are being judged by God. The con¬ 
gregation of Laodecea was “luke- 
warm,” self-satisfied, satisfied with 
its retual and activity; but Christ 
stood outside. knocking, seeking to 
come in. Discussion by others followed 
these remarks. 

The Woman’s Missionary Federa- 
tion gave the evening program led 
by Mrs. John Hanson. Mrs. Sorhus 
gave a paper on “The Blessings of 
Faith.” Do we take possesion by 
faith of what God has promised? 
How much thanksgiving is there to 
God for His many blessings? Mrs. 
N. Carlson gave a paper on “Chris¬ 
tian Nurture.” The Spiritual de¬ 
velopment of the children is too often 
left to chance. A paper on “Prayer” 
was given by Mrs. Trygstad. Prayer 
is absolutely necessary to a life of 
faith. Prayer is warfare. Other num- 
bers on the program were: a duet, 
Neglected homes, and neglected 
soioes, and instrumentals, which al¬ 
so were well received. 

The half hour prayer session was 
led by Mr. Osness of Kingman. An 
interesting period followed discussing 
the text. Mr. Vikos opened this period 
with prayer. Pastor Carlson among 
other things emphasized that Christ 
is the originating principle of all 
creation. He has created man for 
himself to His glory. Pastor Wessel 
warned of the danger of renderings 
in certain false Bible translations and 
urged the use of the American 
Revised. 

Saturday Afternoon — Business 
Session. John Walker iof Armena 
opened with prayer. Reports by the 
secretary and the treasurer were ac- 
cepted as read. Reports on the Y P. 
L. L.. the 0’d Peoole’s Home, The 
Camrose Luth. College, Finance and 
Sunday School Institutes were also 
given. The following olficers were 
elected: 

President of Circuit Pastor N. Carl¬ 
son; Vice-Pres. Pastor A. Tveit: Sec¬ 
retary Pastor S. Hilde; Treasurer 
Past. N. A. Bjelde; Secy. S. S. Inst. 
Comm. Past. B. Ostrem; Financial 
Sec’y. J. J. Anderson. Financial com- 
mittoe: J. J. Anderson, Chairman; 
N. Carlson, P. Lerseth, and one from 
each call to be api\ointted by the 
pastor. « 

The circuit voted to send $10.00 
to Rev. Gulseth for the Book Mission 
ard $15 00 to Pastor Kandahl on old 
debt by Hyrden. 

We were reminded of the ruling of 
our church in regard to the admims- 
tering of the sacrament at special 
meetings, namely, that it is to be ad- 
ministered by the local pastor un- 
less the congregation desires other- 
wise. The circuit voiced that it backs 
up the stand of our Synod to allow 
only Lutherans to speak in our con- 
ventions, our congregations, and ouh 
churches. 

The Saturday evening Services were 
in charge of Rev. Tveit. Pastor T. 
Vikse was the speaker for the even¬ 
ing. His topic was “God’s Advice.” 
God says of the Laodecean’s that they 
were poor; He would pro vide Gold 
by which they would become rich 
and would obtain, namely faith.

They 
were blind; He offers them eye-salve, 
namely the Holy Spirit and His en- 
lightenment.

For both spiritual 
and material blessings w’e give thanks

ting place when we leave here, a place 
where no sorrow is nor pain, only hap- 
piness and joy with our heavenly 
Father. 

It is very important that when we 
are getting ready to make a home re- 
quires much planning and thought. 
First important thing is that they are 
christians. If both are children of 
God from the time they meet, their 
life partner, they can go to God in 
prayer, read His Word, and see 
whether or not they are doing that 
which is pleasing in His sight, and if 
it is God’s will. There are so many 
things to consider when we are get¬ 
ting ready to make a home. 

Second, we must keep in harmony 
with one another. In fellowship so in- 
timate as the marriage estate the 
question of one’s relation to God has 
a great deal to do with the success 
and happiness of the home. To live 
in marriage with an unbeliever is a 
test of one’s Christianity greater 
than many are able to stand. Some- 
times a Christian has married a non-

Here we may keep 
our family altar going so as to grow 
in Grace day by day, and become of 
help in His vineyard, whatever may 
be set before us to do.
